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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The amended drawings filed on September 19 th , 2006 are acknowledged and 
accepted by the examiner. The corresponding drawing objections are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 5, and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Lee et al (US Patent 5,480,403). 

Lee et al disclose a bioabsorbable copolymer of glycolide or lactide (Column 4, 
Lines 22-29) implantable cross-pin (Figures 15-18) comprising: an elongated member 
(312); a bullet-shaped nose member (311); an axial trough (315) in the elongated 
member extending from the proximal end (314) to a distal end (316) having an open 
top; an opening (313) at the distal end of the nose member (311) concentric with the 
longitudinal axis of the elongated member (312) and in communication with the trough 
(315). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on September 19 th , 2006 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 
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In response to applicant's argument that Lee et al do not disclose a cross-pin 
useful in an ACL repair procedure, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the 
prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 
The pin is clearly capable of performing the same task as applicant's device, it does not 
matter if it would function interiorly or superiorly as long as the claimed structure is the 
same. 

Lee et al is inherently capable of having a guide wire positioned along the 
troughs and extending into the bullet nose tip. It is clear that the nose of the device has 
an opening from the Figures 15-18 and that if desired, a guide wire could pass from the 
tip through the opening and then along the side troughs without any break in passage 
communication.
